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DIRECT COMMUNICATION WITH TRADERS. 





The DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE (DEVELOr- 
MENT AND INTELLIGENCE) is a centre at which information on 
all subjects of commercial interest is collected and classified 
in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to 
enquiries by traders on commercial matters. As far as is 
possible, the Department supplies, on personal or written 
application, information with regard to the following 
subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender, 
and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufac- 
turers at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in par- 
ticular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; Commercial 
Statistics ; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations cen- 
cerning Commercial Travellers, Sources of Supply, Prices, 

_ ete., of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport, etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial 
products which are received from abroad from time to time 
are exhibited at the Offices of the Department. 

Samples of goods of German and Austrian manufacture 
which were sold in British markets abroad and in certain 
foreign markets are on exhibition in the Sample Rooms of 
the Department. 


Arrangements are now in progress for the BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1920, and a Supplement of the ‘‘Board 











of Trade Journal’’ dated 8th May, 1919, gives detailed 
instructions to exhibitors. The Office dealing with Fair 
matters is at 4, Queen Anne’s Gate Buildings, Westminster, 
S.W.1, to which address all enquiries should be made. 

In order that British manufacturers may have an oppor- 
tunity of familiarising themselves with German and Austrian 
methods of advertising, the Beard of Trade have collected 
over 9,500 SPECIMEN CATALOGUES OF GERMAN AND 
AUSTRIAN ORIGIN, and these may be inspected by British 
manufacturers at the Department of Overseas ‘Trade

SPECIAL REGISTER. 


The Special Register affords early information to manu- 
facturers and traders of new trade openings abroad before 
they become public property. It is also a vehicle for 
circulating reports on foreign competition, and any other 
matters likely to be of importance and interest to particular 
trades. The information, which is private and confidential, 
is supplied to the Department by His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners within the Empire, and by His Majesty’s 
Diplomatic and Consular Representatives in foreign 
countries, and is circulated to firms on the Register as 
quickiy as possible after its receipt. 

The Register is open to any approved British firm on the 

. payment of a fee of two guineas per annum (which includes 
the annual subscription to the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’’). 
It is not open to non-British traders. 


Information is supplied solely for the purpose of extending 
trade in British-made goods.

FORM K. 


14.M. Consular Officers have received instructions to 
‘furnish the Department of Overseas Trade (Development 
end Intelligence) with commercial information respecting all 
Sirms in their respective Consular Districts who can ke 
-tecommended as possible importers of goods of British manu- 
¥Yacture. This information, which include: the commercial 





and financial status of the firms concerned, their local and 
European references, goods particularly required, terms of 
trading and language in which correspondence should be 
carried on, is furnished to the Department on a prescribed 
form, which is known as Form K. 


In order to obtain the fullest possible advantages from 
the ‘‘Form K” system of information, a wide circulation is 
ESSENTIAL. 


A system of co-operation between the Department of 
Overseas Trade (Development and Intelligence) and Britis 
traders is therefore necessary, and this co-operation is being 
attained as follows :— 


1. The Department collects and edits the information. 
2. The Trade Associations distribute the information. 


That is, the Department issues the information to— 
(a) The Association of Chambers of Commerce. 
(b) The Federation of British Industries. 

The bodies comprised in these organisations have their 
various component trades classified as shown in ‘Form K,” 
and lists of traders are therefore only circulated to those. 
firms which come under that classification, thus avoiding 
circulating to trades which are not interested. 


The system is safeguarded by agreements with tha 
distributing organisations against the issue of the informa 
tion to any outside firms. All firms who wish to receive the 
information have to be approved by the Department. At 
present over 10,000 firms have joined, and any other firms 
who wish to participate should apply through their Chambers 
of Commerce or the Federation of British Industries (39, 
St. James’s Street, London, S.W. 1), or through bodies 
affiliated to the latter.

NON-FERROUS MINING. 


KVIDENCK FROM CORNWALIK. 

The Committee appointed by the Board of Trade t 
consider the question of non-ferrous mining met on 
October 14th, 15th and 16th, under the chairmanship oi 
Mr. H. B. Betterton, M.P., when evidence was give 
by Mr. C. A. Moreing, M.Inst.C.F. (of the firm of Bewie 





Moreing and Company), General Manager of. th 
Tehidy Minerals, Limited, and East Pool and Aga 
Limited, and representing the Cornish Chamber ¢ 


Mines and the Joint Industrial Council of the Tin Minin: 
[Industry in the United Kingdom. Mr. Moreing state’ 
that in his opinion, the mires on the Redruth and Cam 
borne line of lodes should be amalgamated and workei 
on a large scale, a plan which held out the only hope o 
economic success in the future. He pointed out the 
real importance of the mining indusiry of Cornwall no 
only to those actually employed in the mines and the 
population dependant on them, but also to the counti 
at large. 

Mr. Josiah Paull, Manager of the South Crofty Min 
in the Camborne and Redruth Central Mining District. 
gave evidence on 21st October before the Committee 
He stated that he was not in favour of the amalgamatio 
scheme proposed by Mr. Moreing for the mines in th: 
Camborne-Redruth District, as such a scheme would be 
of no benefit to the South Crofty Mine and, in his view, 
ol doubtful adv antage to the other mines it was Madge 
to incorpor ate; but South Croftyv would not. place 0 
stacles in. the way if it was shown to be for the benel! 
of the district. His opinion was that the saving rf 
working expenses accruing from so large an amalgam 
tion would not be such as to justify the scheme. . 
Paull stated that unless the price of tin moved in! 
same ratio to the price of labour and material, State ii 
in some form was necessary to save the tin-mining In- 
dustry in Cornwall.

HAY. 
SUPPLYING AND RATIONING. 

In view of the possibility of a serious shortage of 
hay in this country through the early exhaustion of the 
1918 crop, and the deficiency in the 1919 crop, it is 
necessary that the Government should have reliable 
information as to the supplies available from time to 
time until the 1920 crop is available. An Order—The 
Hay (Returns) Order, 1919—has therefore been made 
requiring persons obtaining or acquiring hay of the 1919 
cop in Great Britain direct from producers, or import- 
ing such hay into Great Britain (whether chaffed or 
chopped or not), to make monthly returns within 4 days 
of the end of each month as to quantities of hay they 
urehase and distribute. 

The first return, to include all 1919 hay obtained or 
acquired up to the 30th September, 1919, is to be made 
on the 28th October, 1919. Forms on which the returns 
ye to be made can be obtained upon application to the 
secretary, Central Council, Forage Department (Board 
of Trade), 47, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1. These 
fams Will be distributed to dealers who have to make 
these returns, but if anv Gealers do not receive forms 
they should write to that Department for them. The 
requirements of this Order do not apply to hay which 
has to be fed to horses used exclusively for agricultural 
purposes. The text of the Order is given in our Govern- 
ment Notices Seetion. 

The public are reminded that the Hay and Straw 
Order No. 4 of 1918, rationing hay supplies for horses, 
ic still in force and must be observed: it fixes the follow- 
ing maximiun daily rations of hay for horses :— 








(a) Heavv-dray and cart horses and heavy 


trotting vanners ig 12 Ibs. 
(b) Light dray and cart horses and light 

trotting vanners 9 Ibs. 
ic) Other light horses and cobs 6 Ibs. 
(d) Ponies 14 hands and under 5 Ibs. 
(e) Race horses ™ 7 Ibs. 


Pit horses or pomies working in the pits or at the 
pit mouth may be given 4 lbs. of hay extra per dav. 
Long hay may not be fed without the consent in writ- 
ing of the Board of Trade except in the case of unbroken 
horses at grass or turned out, which may be fed on 
5 lbs. of long hay per day. 
This ration does not apply to:— 
(a) Horses maintained and used exclusively for agri- 
cultural purposes. 
(b) Stallions used exclusively for stud purposes, 
brood mares, weaned foals, and yearlings. 
Straw is not rationed, and the Government desire to 
wge upon all concerned with the feeding of horses that 
it should be used as much as possible to eke out the 
reduced supplies of hay which will be available both as 
fodder and for other purposes, and it is expected that 
in many cases this use of straw should enable less than 
niga of hay to be consumed without ill effects to the 
lOrses.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT OF 
BRAZIL. 
PROGRAMME OF THE MINISTRY OF 
COMMERCE. 


(Krom H.M. Commercial Secretary.) 
Rio DE JANEIRO. 








In a recent speech in the Chamber of Deputies, the 
Minister of Agriculture, Commerce and Industry, in 
submitting the estimate of expenditure for the financial 
year appealed for the grant of funds for the tostering 
of the various branches of industry with which the 
Ministry is concerned, and particularly for the develop- 
ment of the country’s iron resources and the establish- 
ment of the siderurgical industry. 

Raw MaTeERIALs. 

He stated that since the signature of the Treaty of 
Peace the attention of all countries had been turned to 
supplies of raw materials, in which respect, he said, 
Brazil has been exceptionally favoured by Nature. She 
possesses the three most requisite articles of human 
consumption—meat, wheat and sugar. While admit- 
ting that her wheat supply has not so far been de- 
veloped, he rightly shows that she has been richly en- 
dowed with such substitutes as rice, maize, cocou, pota- 
toes, manioe and bananas. hor industrial purposes 
She possesses cotton, wool, fuel and iron. 

EpucatTion and NATIONAL PRosPERITY. 

He appealed for the establishment of secondary and 
professional schools wherewith to prepare the youth ol 
the country lor a proper appreciation anid development 
of the resources of the country. 

IMPROVEMENT OF CATTLE. 

Regarding the necessity for the improvement of the 
quality of the cattle, the Minister gave the estimated 
number in the country as thirty million head—inelud- 
ing twenty million cows, of which twelve millions were 
fit for breeding purposes. [For the proper crossing of 
these herds he estimated that it would be necessary to 
import 120,000 bulls during the next ten years, or an 
average of 12,000 bulls per year, and he therefore asked 
for an increase of the grant for this purpose from 
£75,000 to £350,000. 

MINeRAL DEPostts. 

He enlarged on the creat possibilities of Brazil as an 
iron-producing country, stating that in the State of 
Minas Geraes estimates have been made of the exist- 
ence of deposits amounting to 3,500 million tons ot 
excellent mineral, averaging from 60 to 70 per cent., 
and proportionately free trom linpurities. The State 
is said to possess 50 to 60 deposits of from 10 to 50 
million tons, several of 100 million and one of more 
than 300 million tons. 

From a calculation based on her importations tor the 
past thirty vears, the Minister estimated that during 
the next thirty years Brazil will import no less than 
55 million tons of iron and steel products at an approxi- 
mate value of 750 million pounds sterling. To found 
her own iron and steel industry and keep this money [n 
the country he appealed for the outlay on the part of 
the Federal Government of £10,000,000, spread over 
an interval of seven years, 

CONSUMPTION OF [RON AND STEEL Propucts. 

He wished the railways of the country, which cover 
30,000 kilometres, to be increased to 200,000 kilo- 
metres, for the rails of which alone it would be neces- 
sary to import 16 million tons. The rolling stock 
amounts to 1,400 locomotives and 18,000 trucks, which 
he wished to see increased at least 100 per cent. on 
existing lines. To obtain the rolling stock for his pro- 
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posed increase of track will, he estimated, call tor the 


importation of 12 million tons. At a round figure he 

therefore put down the railway needs of the country at 

30 million tons of iron and steel manutactures, 
THe MercantTitE MARINE. 

He then cited the needs of Prazil’s mercantile 
marine, which amounts at present to about 200,006 
tons. This he hoped to see trebled in the next 3) 
years, which will call for the use of half a million tong 
of iron and steel manufactures. 

CONSTRUCTIONAL MATERIAL. 

Under the headings of urban construction, the elec. 
trical industry, bridges, agricultural necessities, fae. 
tories, motor transport and sanitation, he was urable to 
make an estimate of future needs, 

ARMY AND Navy. 

Passing to national defence, the Minister stated that 
comparing her popwation with that of the Arcentin 
and with a proportionate number of men under arms, 
Brazil should possess an samy of 750,000 men, with » 
consumption of 25,000 tons of wll kinds of armannent 
and 30,000 tons of ammunition. Her navy of 80,92) 
tons must be increased, and, with an increas: and the 
supply of ammunition, it will call for at least 200,000 
tons of iron and steel miutiulactiures. 
bRazin AS AN Exporter or [Ron aAnp STEEL. PRropvers 

He then viewed the possibilities ot developing the ion 
and steel industry by exportations to South American 
neighbours, for whose markets, in view of their special 
means of communication, they could compete with 
Kurope and the United States on a most advantageous 
basis. From this he drew a pleasing pictture of the ex.

FuEL, PowrEr AND TRANSPORT. 

For the solution of this problem, he admitted that 
the gravest difficulty is the supply of fuel, which, how- 
ever, he believed, could be obtained by the supplication 
of electricity to the smelting industry. Although the 
water power of the country is situated at a distance 
of some 600 kilometres from the principal iron deposits 
of Minas Geraes, it would, however, be possible to 
obtain water power from the Serra do Mar between 
Victoria and Itabira, and between Rio and Sao Paulo, 
for supplying innumerable smelting works, and to sup- 
ply the principal ports of the country. The outlet o 
nunerals would be by the Central Railway and_ the 
Minas to Victoria Railway, and the first necessary etep 
would be the duplicating of the wide-gauge railway from 
Itabira and Ouro Preto to Batra-Mansa. This would 
call for an outlay, with the necessary rolling-stock, of 
approximately £700,000.

Barra-Mansa, or Barra do Pirahy, would thus be

TRADE MARKS PROTECTION IN SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

The International Trade Mark Registration Bureau 
created by the Convention “ut Buenos Aires for the 
porthern group of Republics is now beginning actual 
operations, according to a telegram from the Director 
to the United States Government. The Bureau was 
established as a result of the efforts on the part of the 
International High Commission to bring about the rati- 
fication and actual observance of the convention on 
trade marks signed at Buenos Aires in L910. In 1918 
the convention was ratified by enough States in Nort: 
and Central America and the West Indies to make 
possible the inauguration of the Registration Bureau 
intended for these countries. It is considered probable 
that within the present calendar year the other bureau 

be established under the convention, namely, the 
one at Rio de Janeiro intended to serve the ten 
Republics of South America, will be opened, as it is 
hoped that two more ratifications will be secured, and 
thus the convention will be fully complied with.

PKUOGRESS AND PROSPECTS OF THi: 
TOBACCO INDUSTRY. 

A Supplement published by the ‘Indian Trade Journal” 
of Sth September reviews the situation in the tobacco 
industry in British India, and calls attention ta the en- 
couraging prospects tov expanding the export trade as i 
result of the one-sixth pretercnce accorded by the United 
kingdom. 

There are two principal species of tobacco im Paclia. viz... 
Vicotiang tabacum and Nicotiana rustica. The former ts 
Prion tobacco ot India, being grown all Over the

country. 
the Peninsula, and forms the most important source of the 
tobacco of Ccomaimerce. The latter—the yellow-Howered 
tohacco—is widely cultivated in Bengal, Assam, the Punjab, 
and also in Kashmir. In some districts of the Punjab and 
also in Purnea (Bihar) it is said to be supplanting the cui- 
tivated forms of Nicotiana tabacum, while it is the prevail- 
ing species in the damper soils ot the southern portion ot 
the tohacco-growing district of Rangpur (Eastern Bengal). 
this species is smaller than Nicotiana tabacum, but hardier, 
it requires shorter time to come to maturity, but it is said 
to give a higher yield than Nicotiana tabacum. The most 
noticeable difference between the leaves ot the two species is 
that the leaves of Nicotiana rustica are stalked. 

The cultivation ef tobacce is very widespread in Burme. 
The two main varieties are cailed ‘‘Burmese tobaceo”’ anid 
“Havana tobacco.’ OF the Burmese tobacco there are two 
main varieties -‘‘Seywet-gvi,”’ the large-leaved variety, and 
“Serwet-eyun,’’ a smaller-leaved variety with pointed leaves, 
The former yields a heavier crop, but the latter gives better 
quality, There is always a great demand on the market for 
both the Havana and the Burma tobacco. The smooth 
leaves of the Havana plant are used for the wrappers, and 
the coarser Burmese leaf for filling.

Exports, 

The bulk of the tobacco produced in India is consumed 
locally. Nevertheless there is also a large and increasing 
export trade. 

The chief pre-war destinations of tobacco leaf in order of 
importance were: (1) Aden and Dependencies; (2) Hong- 
kong ; (3) France; (4) Straits Settlements; (5) Holland; and 
(6) Germany. A considerable quantity is shown as exported 
to the United Kingdom during the war period. The bulk of 
the shipments were on account of Butch consignees who 
took delivery in England, and accepted the risk of being 
permitted to re-export to Holland. 

CIGARS. 

The cigar factories in India are cenired in Madras and 
Burma. In the case of Madras ‘‘cheroots’ there is no 
special grading of quality, as each exporting house has its 
own blends. Indian cigars weigh more than Cubans or 
Manillas. 

The chief pre-war destination of Indian cigars was the 
Straiis Settlements, to which 1,438,613 lb. were sent, out 
ef a total of 1,825,635 lb. exported during 1913-14. The 
Straits Settlements still continue to be India’s chief cus- 
tomer, taking 722,959 lb. out of 870,644 exported in 1918-19. 
The effect of war was to divert a portion of the exports to 
the Persian Gulf, which absorbed 21,980 Ib. in 1918-19, 
agains: nil in 1913-14. 

CIGARETTES. 

During recent vears there has been a conspicuous increase 
in the number of cigarette factories in India. The cigarettes 
turned out are mostly for local consumption, but there 1s also 
ai important export trade. 

Prior to the war, Zanzibar and Pemba and German East 
Africa were the chief customers tor Indian cigarettes. The 
effect of the war was to divert the bulk of the exports to the 
Persian Guli, which absorbed 138,390 Ib. out of 169,817 Ih. 
exported from India in 1918-19, against nil in 19138-1+4. 
Persia, Bahrein [slands, and Zanzibar and Pemba are the 
other chief customers of India at present, in order of 
mmportancee., 

IttTuRE Prospects 

Repeated efforts have been made in India for many years 
to impreve the quality of the produce; these cfforts have 
met with some success and the quality has improved. The 
Agricultural Research Institute at Pusa has been and is 
conducting claborate research work with a view to further 
improving the quality of Indian tobacco. A _ pure line 
selection, which is suitable both for cigarette purposes and 
also for general cultivation, continues to imcrease mn 
popularity among tobacco growers. Definite schemes of 
seed distribution have now developest in North Bihar, in 
Burma, and in the Central Circle of tne United Provinces. 
In Bombay, as a result of attempts to introduce exotics, a 
superior hybrid variety has been produced which ousted 
the local varietv. The distribution of Havana seed by the 
Agricultural Departme nt. has led to the establishment of a 
superior variety of tcbacco in Lower Burma and in Arakan. 
Steps have also been taken in the direction of introducing 
new varicties of tobacco plants into other parts of India.

which works out at slightly more tnan Is. per lb. of un- 
manufactured tobacco, and at about 2s. 6d. per Ib. of cigars, 
should serve as a stimulus to the already expanding Indian 
export. trade, since a. large quantity of tobacco (both leaf 
and manufactures) is annually exported to the United 
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Kingdom, the exports in 1918-19 amounting to 2,968,521 Ib. 
valued at £44,517. 

With the conclusion of peace and the prospects of return 
to normal conditions of freight and shipping, the prospects 
of the trade seem to be bright.

JAPANESE AND AMERICAN COMPETITION, 

The Statement given below shows the value in thousands 
of rupees of the imports into India of certain important 
items of merchandise, distinguishing the total imports and 
the imports from the United Kingdom, the United States of 
America and Japan respectively during the four months, 
Ist April to 3lst July, 1919. From this it is seen that so far 
as cotton piece-goods are concerned, Japanese competition 
is still distinctly serious, Although Japanese imports in the 
period under review have decreased as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, they are still formidable, 
particularly in grey goods. 

American competition is most noticeable in articles of iron 
and steel, machinery and millwork, hardware, motor cars, 
provisions, and electrical apparatus, and it is noteworthy 
that the imports of American electrical machinery during 
this period are greater than the imports from the United 
Kingdom. 

Of course, the whole situation is still dominated by con- 
ditions caused by the war, and purchases of all kinds of 
goods are still frequently being made both in America and 
Japan, for the simple reason that British manufacturers 
are not able in some cases to quote satisfactory deliveries, 
and in some instances are beaten in price by their foreign 
competitors.

The Government Statist of South Australia reports 
that the total wine made this season was 6,544, 19 


gallons, an increase of 1,212,959 gallons, or 22°75 per cent 
on the previous season. The last two vintages are records 
and substantially exceed the mean production of 3,573, 9% 
gallons for the past ten seasons. 

The estimated value of the wine made is £694,319, There 
were 76 wine-makers ; 56 made more than 1,000 gallons, anj 
20 less than 1,000 gallons. 

The following are the principal wine districts and ihe 
quantities made in each:—Nuriootpa, Barossa, Angaston 
Tanunda, etc., 2,524,000 (against 2,612,000 gallons last 
season) ; McLaren Vale, Reynelia, etc., 1,654,000 (1,069,009) 
gallons; River Murray, 1,020,000 (778,000) gallons; Burnside 
Magill, etc., 641,000 (402,000) gallons; Clare, Watervale ete, 
217,000 (177,000) gallons. a 

Approximately 40,507 tons of grapes were used (against 
32,804 tons last season), yielding an average of 161-56 gallon; 
of wine per ton. 

The stocks of wine about 30th June last, including the 
recent vintage, totalled 7,789,790 gallons, an increase of 
17-27 per cent., or 1,147,460 gallons on the previous highest 
stocks recorded in 1918—6,642,330 gallons.

The Government moncpoly of the grain trade has now been 
eancelled, and this branch is no longer controlled. Certain 
restrictions as to crossing various frontiers between the 
different provinces, however, still exist, and consequently it 
is only nominally a case of free trade.

It is dificult to reliable intormation as to the 
prospects of trade in Abyssinia as the market is upset by 
the rapid rise in the dollar exchange, and the Abyssinians 
continue to expect a general and immediate Cecrease in 
prices, even to pre-war rates, in view of the termination of 
hostilities. 

Since Ist January the dollar has risen from 7 to 5-82 to thie 
£ sterling, with a tendency to a further rise to 
higher in the near future. Exchange tias been influenced by 
the frane exchange, the rupee exchange, the raising of the 
prohibition to expori dollars, and the granting of 
promiscuous permits resulting in the export within the last 
six months of some half-million dollars, exclusive of those 
smuggled out of the country. The price of silver enters 
presumably into all these contributory causes. 

The Abyssinians are buying absolute necessities, and for 
those they are willing to pay a high price. But their 
“absolute necessities’? are few and are mostiy confined to 
clothing. In other branches they are influenced solely by 
the cheapness of articles and disregard quality. Thus they 
purchase Japanese padlocks or knives, which break in no 
time, solely on account of their cheapness. The padlocks in 
demand here are bought wholesale au ¥ rupees per gross. 

There is little chance, therefore, for British manufactures 
at the present moment, except in better-class cotton goods, 
such as twills, which alwavs hold the market.

Commenting on the above, H.M. Commercial Counsellor 
in Japan, who 1s at present at the Department ot Overseas 
Trade, states that the figures are interesting, but one would 
have been inclined to think that the rise in rice would have 
been greater. What happened was that rice in June, 1914, was 
couparatively high, but there was a heavy drop later on. 
The Department of Finance returns show that rice in 19138 
cost on an average yen 21-01 per koku, in 1914 this had 
dropped to ven 15:46 (but the drop took place after June 
owing to the bumper crop), in 1915 it. was yen 12°47, and now, 
at the close of September, 1919. it is ven 52.

Porto ALEGRE. 


Some new British titms and two British banks are open- 
ing offices here. A few travellers and representatives of 
British firms have visited Porto Alegre recently, but it is 
to be hoped that the number will increase largely as soon 
as conditions permit. Hitherto American travellers have 
had the field almost io themselves, 

There is no doubt that there is a great opportunity for 
British traders in this market. At the same time American 
nrms are making great efforts. Local American houses are 
not vet as numerous as the British, but are on the increase, 
and an American bank is preparing for business on a very 
large scale. The German banks have opened again, and a 
considerable business is being done in marks by hanks 
venerally. ‘he large German firms will, it goes without 
-aving, do thetr utmost to recapture the market. 

Some valuable suggestions for the promotion of British 
trade at Porto Alegre were given in the ‘Journal’ of 
2th June, where the principal industries, imports and 
exports, both as to kind and extent, were dealt with ond 


the methods of doing business indicated.

Custom-house receipts, the President stated, which fell in 
the first few months of the war, were in 1916 greater than 
ever before. On the entrance of the United States into the 
war, however, this source of revenue diminished, until in 
August, 1918, the Government was faced with a deficit ot 
5,000,000 dols., and found itself unable to pay the various 
national services, with deplorable results. To meet its most 
pressing necessities, the Government had recourse to various 
hanks in Bogota, and borrowed 580,000 dols., on the security

GUATEMALA. 
AMENDMENT TO PARCEL 
REGULATIONS. 

By an Ordinance, dated 20th August, the Guatemalan 
Government has revised the rules governing the with- 
drawal of parcels from the parcels post office. 

The Parcels Post in Central America is a popular means 
resorted to by local merchants for the receipt of merchan- 
dise, owing to the rapidity with which parcels: are received 
as compared with ordinary freight, and the rapidity and 
facility of despatch at the Post Office as compared with 
the local Customs House. In addition, the delays in the 
forwarding of freight on the railway from the port to the 
interior are long, whereas parcels post is despatched as 
first-class mail on the day of arrival in the port. Th¢ 
extra charges on parcels post are not of importance to the 
ultimate sale price of goods in a country like Guatemala. 
where other charges, such as freight and Customs duties, 
etc., are so high, and where no retail merchant works on 
a lower basis than 50 to 60 per cent. profit on original cost. 

Under the Ordinance, the merchant is now required to 
produce a duplicate of the invoice o! each package of goods 
received, and this invoice must be attached to the mer- 
chant’s Customs declaration by the lost Office cashier on the 
payment of duties, and eventually sent to the Minister of 
ns Works, who is charged with the administration of the 
Post Office.

THE TALAIMANNAR ROUTE TO INDIA, 


The goods traffic service, which was opened on this route 
in September, 1914, has continued to demonstrate its useful. 
ness and importance, states the Principal Collector of 
Customs, Ceylon, in his report for 1918. While the amount 
of import duty coliected during the year was somewhat fegg 
than that of 1917, the decrease was entirely due to . 
prohibition of the export of rice from Southern India j 
September following the crop failure. 


WeiGtuit oF Goops CARRIED. 

While reliable figures as to the annual value of trade by 
this route with India are still unavailable, it may be pointed 
out that the approximate weight of goods carried over it 
increased from 38,216 ions in 1915 and 4,791 tons in 1916, to 
no less than 25,375 tons in 1917, there being a set-back, 
however, to 16 0416 tons in 1918. | 

The route proved of incalculable service in the conveyance 
of mails and parcels to and from Kurope in 1917 -_ 1918, 
when the mail steamers had ceased calling at Colombo, 
besides serving as a means for the importing of food during 
the shortage of tonnage. 

The most urgent necessity for the development of trade 
by the route is the provision of additional warehouse accom. 
modation, and there is room for improvement in Customs 
facilities for the examination of goods and the collection of 
duty.

It lost 23 vessels of 13,000 
net tonnage, ot which 7 steamers of 4,710 net tonnage were 
destroyed by mines.

Provosep Dockyarp AT STOCKHOLM. 

The Steamship Company Nordstjernan contemplates build- 
ing a big dockyard at Lidingo in the vicinity of Stockholm, 
connected with a dock for ocean liners. The realisation of 
this plan is considered to be of the utmost importance after 
opening oi the free port, as it will enable repairs to be 
affected without recourse to C openhagen and Malmo docks. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


PHILADELPHIA PORT DEVELOPMENTS. 
(From tli, Liritish Pure-Consul.) 
PHILADELPHIA. 

In view of the fact that the mouth of the Delaware River 
forms the greatest fresh water harbour in the United States, 
and having regard to the richness of the industrial and agri- 
cultural country of which Philadelphia * is the centre, the 
importance of any steps taken to improve the port facilities 
o: the city are obvious. 

As a matter of faci a carefully prepared plan for the 
improvement of the port is being considered, in order to 
cope with constantly increasing business. Reforms have 
hecome more urge ntly needed, too, by reason of the re- 
establishment of some of the old shipping lines, and the 
starting of new ones from the United Kingdom, Europe. 
and the Far East, so that the shipping — 
promises soon to surpass pre-war records, if, indeed, 
has not already done so. New industries are being wapily 
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developed within the city and along the banks of the Dela- 
ware River, and these also add to the importance of Phila- 
delphia as a port. 

The schemes under way include the deepening of the 
channel of the river to 35 feet. The present low water depth 
js 80 feet, the width varying from 800 to 1,200 feet. About 
two-thirds of this work is completed, Within the city proper 
there is a large improved watcr frontage, and the purchase 
by the municipality of any other sites as they become avail- 
able, and the construction of piers equipped with modern 
freight-handling devices is contemplated. So far, sixteen 
municipal piers are in — The municipality has 
wv ailable over 6,000,000 dols., for the purchase of property 
and the building of additional piers, and it is proposed to 
place these funds under contract in the near future. 

PIERS. 

Every pier now being constructed carries railway lines on 
either side so that goods may be transferred to and from 
trains and vessels in a single operation. In some cases the 
older method of centre lines is being adhered to, in addition. 
The newer municipal piers approach ng completion measure 
900 by 300 ft., are of imposing appearance and are con- 
structed on the most advanced and practical principles. 

Of two oth piers being erected, one measures 1,500 by 
990 ft., and the other 1,340 by 290 ft. Each will have a 
superstructure of f three stories for warehousing, 

RAILROADS. 

Four itiportant railroad systems, viz., the Pennsylvania, 
the Philadelphia and Reading, the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
the Philadelphia Belt Line, serve the port. All these roads 
extend directly to the waterfront and have tracks, connect- 
ing through the Belt- Line system, laid upon the decks of 
all the large piers. The construction of large railroad ter- 
minal vards for use by the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroads is a near-by probability. 

MLOATING Docks. 

The Philadelphia Board of Trade has strongly recommended 
to the United States Shipping Board the construction of 
one or more floating docks, but, wlile no action appears to 
have been taken, so far, in this matter, the Board of Trade 
has laid before the Department of Wharves, Docks and 
Ferries the desirability of equipping the port with two 
floating cranes with a lifting capacity of 30 tons each. 

Dry Docks. 

Present dry dock facilities are quite inadequate and 
charges are high, but it is reported that a New Jersey 
shipping firm intend to build three dry docks, one of which 
will be able to accommodate a vessel of 20,000 tons, dead 
weight. 

GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 

The enormous increase in grain shipments following the 
return to peace conditions is well illustrated by a comparison 
between those of the first four months of the present year, 
viz., 18,367,398 bushels, and those of the corresponding 
period of Jast year, viz., 6,298,682 bushels. This rapid growth 
has led to a demand for additional grain elevators. 

Cost. SHIPMENTS. 

It is stated that 2,000,000 more tons of shipping will be 
added to the Port’s total this year as the result of the 
resumption of the Reading Railroad’s coal shipments from 
Port Richmond. These shipments were diverted to Port 
teading, New York, following the German’ submarine 
menace in 1916. 

‘f'nE Future oF THe Port. 

Arrangements are being completed for the crection of 
bridge, high enough to clear all shipping, to connect Phila- 
delphia with Camden, The bridge is estimated to cost about 
16,000.009 am At present communication is maintained 
by ferrvboat 

As the v a of Philadelphia as a naval base has been 
emphasised by United States Naval: authorities the port 
extensions have been designed to comply with possible 
Government requirements, and the Navy Yard is to be 
more extensively equipped for shipbuilding and repfirine. 

The President of the First National Bank of Philadelphia 
looks forward to the city becoming the chief shipbuilding 
centre of the world. providing that the port is made more 
attractive to trans-Atlantic vessels seeking profitable ton- 
hage and that the harbour improvement scheme is fully 
carried ont without delay, especially as regards additional 
dry dock facilities,

COLOMBIA, 


RAILWAY DEVELOPMENTS 


(From the British Legation.) 
Bocora. 


In his annual message to Congress at the end of July, the 
President reviewed the various railway developments in the 
Republic. 

The continuation of the railways from Puerto Vilches, 
from Tolima, and from Nemocon to Chiquinquira, has been 
undertaken. 

For the Puerto Vilches Railway 120,000 dols. have been 
appropriated for laving the rails accumulated by the con- 
structing company before it abandoned the work. These 
materials will be sufficient for a length equal to that already 
constructed, thus doubling the actual length of the line, and 

taking it to kilom. 40, a total length of eight leagues. The 

work has been becun. For the continuation of the line from 
kilom. 40 to Puerto Santos, a distance of 20 kiloms. more. 
the sum of 80.000 dols. has been allocated for the purchase 
of rails. which will be issued when the eicht leagues have 
been completed. If successful in finishing the twelve leagues 
between Magdalena and Puerto Santos, the President stated, 
the greatest difficulty in the communications of the depart- 
ment of Santander will have been overcome. 


' 
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RAILWAYS continued. 


For the railway trom Tolima, which is now three leagues 
irom the city of Ibagueé, 100,000 dols. has been granted. 

For the continuation ot the railway from the north, 
250,000 dols. have been voted. This work and the railway 
from the Pacific are the most important railways for the 
nation, as the latter will establish communication with the 
nations to the west; and the tormer, when the necessary 
extension has been carried out, will solve the great problem 
of communication with the Atlantic, which becomes more 
difficult every day owing to the deterioration of the Mag- 
dalena as a navigable river. 

The Antioquia railway has now reached the line Cisneros- 
Limon: the eastern exit of La Quiebra tunnel, and its net 
receipts for last vear were 337,000 dols. Funds are, however. 
wanted to make the tunne!. 

The net profits on the working of the Southern Railway for 
the last year were 59,000 dols., and this will be used tor its 
extension towards Salto del Tequendama. It has been 
decided to prolong the line to Fusagusiga. 

A contract has been entered into between the Government 
wd the Girardot Railway, fixing the latter’s debt to the 
Government on 31st December, 1916, at £858,994, and under 
which 40 per cent, of the railway’s gross receipts go to the

NIGERIA. 
THE UDI COLLIERY. 


The coiliery at Udi—151 miles north of Port Harcourt— 
continued in 1918 under the general administration of the 
Railway, and the year under review saw a record output, 
states the Administrative Report on tne Nigerian Railway, 
of 145,407 tons during the year. 

The actual tonnage was estimated at 110,000, and 
‘‘deve-opment”’ was so far advanced as to permit of this being 
increased by nearly one-third. 

The unde ‘r-managers, it is stated, have imstilled into the 
natives, in a most remarkable way, the rudiments of mining, 
The latter take readily to the work underground, and in 
certain areas they are only imspected once a day by a 
Kuropean. They undertake the withdrawal of pillars and 
timber props, lay their own track, and, generally speaking, 
have proved most apt®pupils, 

Having regard to the fact that ‘‘output’’? has been the 
Inain consideration since the commencement of the colliery, 
znd any Investigation has had to be carried on concurrently, 
it is remarkable the way development has taken place, and 
the tew ‘faults’ met with. The De puty-Manager and the 
Deve opment Engineer draw attention to these in their 
rey Ort. 

According to the Report the tune has now arrived when 
1 considerable expansion in eutput must be anticipated, and 
due provision made for it. This necessitates prosecution to 
the tullest extent of the development of the Iva main 
colliery, the laving down of an adequate power plant with 
the necessary adjuncts of shops, store buildings, haulage, 
and ventilating machinery, etc., ete, 

Proposals regarding these are bemg prepared, and it may 
doubtless prove advisable to combine at Udi the works shops 
required for the eastern division of the Nigerian Railway 
with those for the colliery, and utilise the one power plant 
Lo supply enereyv for both. This particular area will prove 
to be the cheapest place in Nigeria for electrical energy, 
and in addition, from the railway point of view, it will 
be a very important station. 








By-Provucts. 

It would appear trom reports received that the quality 
of the coal lends itself to coking in order to secure benzol 
and light oils, together with sulphate of ammonia, all of 
which shou!d find a ready market in Nigeria—the last-named 
chiefly for fertilising purposes in the north. The gas pro- 
duced in manufacturing these commodities, together with 
that made from the coke itself, could then be used either in 
boilers to generate steam for turbines or direct in engines. 
This, however, is a matter for full investigation and research. 

A considerable industry will thus gradually develop, and 
the possibilities of Udi becoming a very large centre should 
not be lost sight of.

MINING COMPANIES IN) DEVASTATED 
AREAS 

The “Journal Otfierel’’? of 27Tth Si pte mber contains a Law 
which empowers mining Compatites siti salen in the area 
devastated by the enemy to be transtermed into limited 
liability companies by a decision of a general meeting, 
~pecial iy summoned and fulfilling the conditions iixed by 
their Articles, as well as by Article 31 of the Law ot 24th 
July, 1857, modified by the Law of 22nd November, 19138. 
The life of this limited. liability colpany cannot be greater 
than that of the eriginal company. 

This transformation can take place even where the ordinary 
company has been formed without fully paid-up capital. 
In this case this decision must be taken on a 
majority of the represented interests after a meeting 
to which all the oogin of shares have been summoned. The 
conversion of these companies into Jimited Hability com- 
panies by means of a modification of their Articles of 
Memorandum cannot be considered to create a new company, 
and the original company will continue to exist under the 
same juridical personality. 

The Articles, under whatever form they may exist, showing 
the increase of capital of these companies, w ill be register red 
at a fixed duty of 3 francs, provided the increase has been

PROPOSED STANDARD CONTRACT FOR 
ZINC SALES. 
(From H.M. Acting Commercial Seeretary.) 





WASHINGTON. 

A movement las been started by the American Zine 
[nstitute to establish a uniform standard contract on zine 
sales. It is pointed out that the immediate object of the 
contract is the necessity to have covered in the eontract 
the date by which shipping instructions must be given for 
the month’s deliveries. 

Oi late, it has been said, a great deal of trouble was 
caused by buyers not sending shipping directions during the 
month. The contract called for delivery to be made, and 
in consequence some sellers have claimed by such a failure 
that the buyer has forfeited his right to receive the metal. 

The American Zinc Institute suggests that the most 
explicit form of contract is that which is used by the 
American Metal Company. and which, in part, reads as 
follows : — 

Quantities tor which specifications have not 
received by the 10th of the month during which shipment 
is to bo made, are to be forwarded only as soon as 
convenient to the sellers after receipt of such specifica- 
Lions. 

Subject to strikes, fires, floods, wars, delays in trans- 
portation, and ali other causes heyond the control ot 
either party ; this contract to be deemed suspended SO 
long as such causes prevent or delay its execution, 

Each shipment te be considered a separate sale. Pay- 
ment to be made in New York Excnange, and, if not 
made in accordance with the terms herein, sellers have 
the option of cancelling all undelivered quantities 


The Secretary of the Institute, in drawing the attention 


of the various members of the Zine Institute to the proposed 
standard form of contract, points out tliat it is needless to

relate the great advantages that would result through 
having a single form of contract used through the zine trade, 


in Which buyers’ and sellers’ rights are distinctly set forth, 
and would prevent numerous misunderstandings and argu- 
ments that oecur at present, and would further be in 
line with standardising and stabilising the industry, 

[tis also pointed out that the contract should contain: 

(1) An analysis on the different grades of zinc. 

(2) It should state the tons, stated to the 
gontrary, to be 2,000 pounds each, 

(3) It should state within what period of time the zine 
would have to be shipped if soid for prompt shipment. 

(4) By what date shipping instructions should be given 
lor shipments to be made during that month, and in that 
connection the 20th dav of the month is deemed suitable 
for zine. (On copper contracts shipping instructions and 
specifications must be in by the 10th day, as copper has 
to be made up in special forms, and therefore it is pointed 
out it Is necessary to receive instructions earher than in

YOKOHAMA. 








Lhe “Othcial Gazette” of 9th August contained regulations 
tor the inspection of cotton goods for export as laid down 
bv the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce, as follows :—

inercantile purposes without official inspection by a textile 
suild or association, or a prefectural governor ;—

The above regulations do not apply to cotton textiles

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
THE SCHEME FOR WAREHOUSING 
COTTON, 

(From the British Consul-Gemne ral.) 

Boston. 

The prospectuses of the various corporations which have 
heen formed for the purpose of putting into operation a 
scheme for the storage or warehousing of cotton in the 
United States are now available. The three corporations 
concerned are the Union’ Warehouse Corporation, the Trade 
and Banker’s Acceptance Corporation, and the Union Cotton 
Warehouse Organisation Corporation of Delaware. 

The Union Warehouse Corporation is organised to purchase 
and lease existing warehouses, and erect new ones so as to 
place the cotton trade upon a more economic basis, and 
proposes to engage later in compressing, baling, ete. The 
active headquarters will be in New York, and the operating 
headquarters probably in Memphis, Tennessee. 

The Trade and Banker’s Acceptance Corporation is formed 
to carry out the necessary banking and discounting in Connec- 
tion with this scheme. 

The Union Cotton Warehouse Organisaiion Corporation 
of Delaware will finance the Union Warehouse Corporation 
and be under the presidency of Mr. Rufus Wilson, who is 
at present, and has been for a tong time, Secretary ot the 
National Association of Cotton Manufacturers, 

In the past various schemes in connection with what has 
heen known as cotton warehousing have been contemplated, 
but so far nothing tangible has resulted. The present proposal 
is hacked by experienced nien, und formed upon good busi- 
ness lines, and has, it is understood, strong financial back- 
ing, and anticipates obtzining support from the cotton and 
banking interests in Lancashire. A conference will probably 
take place between Mr. Rufus Wilson and his co-directors 
with representatives from Manchester, ete. 

If the proposed company is firmly established it should aid 
in checking to a large extent the present speculation in 
cotton, which would be dealt with under the scheme, in 
view of the fact that it would be put somewhat on the lines 
of the shares of an ordinary railway company or industrial 
corporation. A hundred bales of cotton deposited in a 
certified warehouse would have a certificate issued against 
it, which would be accepted by banking and commercial 
interests in a similar manner to a share certificate of a rail- 
way company, and assist in placing the whole cotton trade 
upon a better and stronger business basis.

Where the registration has been revoked by the Minister 
the importer may, at discretion of the Minister, be 
permitted to reconstruct the film and submit it to the chief 
censor for review. 

The fee to be paid by the importer for the review of a 
reconstructed film authorised as above shall be 10s. per reel 
of film 

Where the review of a reconstructed film has been per- 
mitted, and in the opinion of the Minister for Trade and 
Customs, or a censor, as the case may be, the film is thus 
rendered suitable for public exhibition, unconditionally or 
conditionally, the appropriate certificate of registration shall 
be issued.

TEMPORARY CUSTOMS PRIVILEGES 
FOR GOODS REQUIRED FOR 
RECONSTRUCTION. 

Lhe Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Othce, of translation of a Circular Order issued by the 
Director of the Customs Department of the Ministry of 
Finance to all Custom Houses in the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes (and published in the ‘Official Gazette’’ 
for 5th October), providing for the total exemption from 
Customs duty for the period of one year of certain goods 
required in the reconstruction of the country, and for the 
application of the ‘‘minimum’’ (Conventional) Customs rates 
of duty, for a fixed period, on certain other goods irrespective 

of their country of origin. 

The provisions of the Circular, which came into effect on 
Sth October, are as follows :— 

The Ministry of Finance of the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes, Directorate-General of Customs. by 
Order dated 26th September, 1919, has made the following 
arrangements with a view to facilitating the importation of 
certain goods required in the reconstruction of the country.

The Classification of goods adopted in the Drait Tariff 
ter the above classes of commodities follows, with only some 
few alterations, the classification adopted in the project of 
1913, a translation of which was published by the Board of 
Trade as a Parliamentary Return (Cd. 7094; price 1s. 8d.). 
The rates of duty now proposed are, however, in a large 
number of cases, lower than the rates inscribed in the 
project of 1913, the rates proposed in 1918 being increased 
only in one or two cases, so far as concerns that portion of 
the new Draft Tariff which is at present in the Board’s 
possession, 
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Lt is possible, ot course, that the proposed new Tariff will 
be amended in detail, more or less, before the Bill embody- 
ing the final proposals is submitted to Congress. It was 
expected that the Revision Commission would be able to 
formulate a complete Tariff by the end of the present month. 

The new Dratt Tariff, so far as received (Classes I to IX - 
Tariff Nos. 1 to 140), may be inspected by British traders 
interested at the Enquiry Office of the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. Notifica- 
tion of the receipt of further portions of the Draft Tariff 
will be duly published in the ‘‘Journal.’’ In response to 
written applications, the Department of Overseas Trade 
wili be prepared to furnish particulars of the proposed new 
rates of duty on any commodities included in that portion 
of the Tariff which has been received, or in such later instal- 
ments as are received in due course.

PROJECTED REVISION OF

Board of Trade, however, it would appear that the Conven- 
tions and Treaties referred to above have been prolonged 
by tacit consent for successive periods of three months, and 
that the Declaration with the Netherlands has been  pro- 
longed with the option to either party of denouncing it at 
three months’ notice. 

In view of the effect which the extension of these instru- 
mentS has on maintaining in force, during their duration, 
some at least of the rates of the existing Spanish Tariff, it 
would appear that the possibility of a general Tariff revision 
being enforced at an early date is somewhat less than was 
anticipated.
